home-grown sugar, 110,972,000f.; the one-year 
Volunteers, each paying 1,500f., 18,000,000f. ; 
soap, 7,015,000f.; paper, 10,547,000f.; gunpow- 
der, 14,257,125f.; horses and carriages, 9,524,- 
000f.; billiards, 970,000f.; and elubs and socie- 
ties, 1,370,000f. The expenditure includes the 
following items: The President of the Re- 
public, 600,000f.; his househoid, 300, 000f.; 
his apartmenta at Versailles, 00, 000f.; 
the Assembly, including the stipends of 
Deputies, 8,557,000f.; pensioners of the 
Civil List of Louis XVIII. and Charles X..

THE PISTOL IN PARIS. 

Paris was startied out of ite apathy this after- 
noon by a report taat a man had been shot in 
the very midst of the Bourse. The news has 
proved to be true. it appears that shortly after 
2 o'clock, when business was at its height, one 
M. Legrand, an engineer, was seen standing 
upon steps of the Bourse. Grasping a thick 
stick, he shortly after went upto M. De Gas, a 
well-known banker, and after some recrimi- 
nations had passed between them, N. 
Legrand struck the other several 
severe blows over the back and head. 
M. De Gas at once drew ‘a revolver from his 
pocket, and, while his assailant fled, fired three 
consecutive times without effect. M.De Gas, 
however, started in pursuit, and, catching up 
with the fugitive, again flred, wounding M. Le- 
grand on the left cheek with two balls, which 
entered just under the eye and passed out close 
by the temple. M. De Gas was at once arrested 
by the police, and the wounded man was carried 
to a chemist’s shop in the Rue Feydeau, where 
his wounds were pronounced not to be danger- 
ous. It is said that the cause of this strange 
affair partakes more of a domestic than of a 
financial nature. For several months past MM. 
De Gas and Legrand have been at 
dagrers drawn, and a duel was to have been 
fought between them. It is perhaps needless to 
say that M. De Gas is still in custody. M. Le- 
grand was taken home in a carriage immediately 
aiter having his wounds dressed. Of the three 
shots which vere fired without reaching M. Le- 
grand, one broke the window of Piver’s shop, 
ust opposite the Bourse; another is said to 

ave lodged in the leg of an old commission- 
naire, and the third struck the chest of a bank 
messenger, who was coming out of the Rue 
Vivienne, but luckily its passage was stopped by 
a thick portfolio. M. De Gas is said to have 
acquired thé habit of carrying firearms in his 
pocket in America. 

Paris, Aug. 20.—It is announced this evening 
that M. Legraud, who was fired at on the steps 
of the Bourse yesterday, is doing well, and that 
with a few days’ rest he will be convalescent. M. 
De Gas 18 still in custody, but will probably be ro- 
leased on bail to- w. Last might another 
and more serious &ffair happened in the Rue 
Meslay. A policeman named Casabianca, a Cor- 
sican, fired at his wife, who had been obliged to 
leave him on account of his jealous and violent 
temper, and then biew his own brains out. The 
wife is in a critical condition.

EUROPCAN ARMIES. 
SOME STATISTICS. 

Parts, Aug. 19.—At the present moment any 
information as to the armies of Europe is par- 
ticularly interesting. M. Amedee le Faure pub- 
lishes in to-day’s France a complete analysis of 
the military strength of the various nations in 
1375. Germany, it appears, has an army com- 
prising 469 battalions of infantry, 465 squadrons 
of cavalry, 300 campaign batteries, 29 battalions 
of fort-artillery, 18 battalions of pioneers, and 18 
battalions of service-corps. When are added the 
Reserves, the Landsturm, the Landwehr, and 
the navy, a total of 1,700,000 men is arrived at, 
with anouai estimates of £20,000,000. The En- 
glish army and navy, including mint and 
volunteers, comprise 535,000 men, and cost £24, - 
800,000 ; Austria has 535;000 men, casting £10,- 
800,000; Belgium 43,000, with an expenditure 
of 41.659, 200; Denmark 54,000 men, costing 
£366,000; Spain, according to the regulations 
of 1870, possesses 270,000 men, with a yearly 
budget of 46,400, 000. The law passed 
by the Cortes in 1872 has as yet 
been imperfectly applied. France has 152 regi- 
meats of infautry, 30 battalions of Chasseurs, 
77 cavalry regiments, 40 regiments of artillery, 
4 of engineers, and 20 squadronsof services 
corps. With the reserve and navy the total ef- 
fective strength of the country is 1,709,000, 
costing £26,600,000; Greece, 51,000 men. and 
estimate £360,000 ; Italy, 760.000. expenditure, 
£9,840,000; Holland, 100,000 men, estimate 
41. 120.000; Portugal. 73,500 men, cost- 
ing £180,000; Russia bas an army in 
time of peace of 183 regiments of infantry, 
82 battalions of riflemen, 48 battalions for 
frontier service, 56 regiments of cavalry, 310 
batteries of a:tillery, 14 battalions of engineers, 
besides irregulars and reserves. With the fleet. 
the effective strength of the country is 1.550, 000 
men, with a budget of £27,200,000; Sweden 
160,000 men. costing 41, 120.000. The effective 
strength of Switzerland is approximately 180,000 
men, costing only £360,000; Turkey 300,000 
meh, with estimates of 45,680,000. Ona war 
footing, therefore, the armies of Europe are 
9,333,000 men, costing annually £136,804, 000.

Within a Fortnight. 


Opening of the Smaller Stock 
in San Francisco. 


Ralston’s Estate Will Not Cover His 
Defalcations, , 


Suspension of « Small Bank in Baffle, 


SAN FRANCISCO. 
A ROSE-COLORED STORY, 

New Yor, Sept. 6.—The Herald has a long 
dispatch from San Francisco, dated the 5th, in 
which the correspondent says: ‘The assign- 
ment dy Mr. Ralston of his property to Mr. 
Sharon on the morning of bis death will cover 
all his indebtedness in every direction, and leave 
to his family about $2,000,000. The indebted- 
ness charged against Mr. Ralston was not per- 
sonal, but that which has grown ont of aid which 
the bank has openly given in the way of loans to 
industries throughout the State, and which are 
worth infinitely more than the indebtedness to 
the bank. 

RALSTON’S DEFENDERS. 

A meeting of the friends of Ralston is called 
for Wednesday evening in the largest hall in the 
sity witha view of defending him against the 
charges of the Bulletin and Call. I am told that 
D. O. Mills wants to stop the meeting, for, if it 
proceeds, the Bulletin threatens to expose him 
as the authority who furnished them the state- 
ment against Ralston's administration of the 
bank affairs. All the other Directors uf the 
_ are willing that the meeting should take 
place. 

THE SYNDICATE. 

“The subscriptions to the Syndicate orzan- 
ized for the future control of the Bank of Gali- 
fornia aggregate nearly $7,000,000, with favor - 
able prospects of its increase to $10,000,000. In 
addition to these subscriptions, all the 
subscribers will give it their iness, 
aud most of them will make heavy 
deposits of from 650,000 to $1,000,000 
in gold coin atonce The bank has now about 
$1,000,000 in its vaults. Sharon will deposit 
$1,000,000, Keene, $400,000, and a large number 
of brokers and operators from $50,000 to $100,- 
000 each. There are assurances that on the day 
of the opening the vaults ‘will contain from 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000 in gold coin. These in- 
ducements offered to the syndicate would prob- 
ably never have moved the capitalists who are 
rushing to the assistance of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia were it not for the other fact thet the men 
who deal in great wealth here are afraid of any 


one bank ever getting the control that was once 


in the bands of the managers of the Bank of 
California. Finance and commerce will be 
healthier when divided between the Bank of 
California and the Bank of Nevada, soon to be 
opened. The Bank of California will resume 
business between the 15th and 20th inst.” 

AID. 

Wasurrerton, D. C., Sept. 6.—Application has 
been received at the Treasury Department to- 
day for the transfer of about $1,000,000 in 
gold from New York to San Francisco, mainly 
for commercial purposes. These applications 
were from persons in the latter city. The Treas- 
urer hopes to be able to transfer about $500,000 
to-morrow, which will be distributed pro rata 
among the applicants. Since the suspension of 
the Bank of California the Directors of the Mint 
have had directions to siop the coinage of silver 
and resume the coinage of gold. Tuerefore the 
$1,000,000 in coin intended for the purchase of 
silver not being needed, $500,000 of the amount 
was returned to the Assistant-Treasurer last 
week, and tae other $500,000 will be returned to- 
day or to-morrow.

IN NEW MEXICO. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chiraco 

Wasutneron, D. C., Sept. 6.—Congressman Mo- 
Nulta, of IIli ois, submitted his report to-day 
as Special Commissioner to investigate the con- 
dition of the Mesataro Indians, on the reserva- 
tion near Fort Stanton, New Mexico. The re- 
port recommends the reorganization of the res- 
ervation by the removal of the Indians to a point 
west of their present location, where they will 
find arable lands on the banks of the Turoloso 
River. Charges of petty pilfering from the In- 
diang by the ‘Agent's clerk, William D. Crothers, 
are fully sustained. The general condition of 
the Indians as regards their progress in civiliza- 
tion, education, ia farming, eto, which 
have been directly managed by the Agent, 
is highly commended, but the business affairs 
of the Agency, under the management of the 
clerk, who is the son of the Agent, are in a la- 
mentable condition. Mr. McNulta does not re- 
fleet on the Agent, whose time was occupied in 
the effort to civilize and elevate the Indians, 
while the business conduct was intrasted to the

giving it a different meaning, and the decisions of 
courts, which have had similar provisions before them. 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISION I8 
that no county, city, etc., shall be allowed to become 
indebted to an amount, including existing 
ness, in the aggregate, e 5 per cent on the 
value of the taxable sob sandy J therein, etc, That any 
county, city, etc., incurring any indebtedness as afore- 
said, shall before or at the time of doing so provide 
for the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to 


to pay and discharge the principal thereof within 
twenty years from the time of contracting the same. 

Both clauses are to be construed together. The last 
clause illustrates the meaning of the first. 

The indebtedness forthe peyment of interest and 
principal of which the tax is to be levied, is the in- 
dettedness referred to in the firet clause, and that 
must be within the 5 per cent limitation.. Indebted- 
ness beyond that limitation cannot be incurred under 
any circumstances, 

lf a city be entirely free from debt it is still forbid. 
den to create indebteaness without providing before- 
hand, or at the time, for the collection of an annual 
tax to pay the interest of such debt as it falls due, and 
the principal within twenty years. 

Now the taxis to run with the indebtedness, to be 
fixed in advance, and to be collected annually in 
amounts sufficient to pay the interest as it accrues, 
and the principal within twenty years. Can the in- 
debtedness to be provided for in this manner be con- 
strued to be 

ANYTHING BUT A FUNDED DEBT? 

Had it been intended to prohibit the incurring of li- 
abilities in advance of the ordinary tax levy, would 
not the language have been different, or rather would 
not another provision have been inserted applicable to 
the particular case; as that no liability should be in- 
curred for the ordinary city expenditures until after 
the levy of the taxes, in case the 5 per cent limitation 
had not previously been exceeded, and in case that 
limitation had been exceeded no such liabilities should 
be incurred at all. 

But if these ordinary temporary liabilities are cov- 
ered by the word indebtedness, they must be estimat- 
ed in determining the question whether an issue of 
bonds is within the amount authorized by the Oonsti- 
tution or not. 

Let us suppose that in one of our cities the taxable 
8 amounts to 5100, 000, 000, and the funded debt 

$35,000,000, The city makes its appropriations for a 
particular year, including the amount of $2,000,000 for 
various public works, sclool-houses, bridges, engine- 
houses, sewers, water-pipe, etc., for which appropria- 
tions a tax is levied payable the same year. As these 
are works of necessity, contracts are made for them 
payable from the proceeds of the tax of the year. At 
this time_it is deemed important to build a city- 
bail, or make some other large outlay, and an addition 
of say $2,000,000 ix made to the bonded debt. If the 
contracts based on the appropriations for the year be 
excluded, this indebtedness would be lawfal; if those 
contracts be included as a part of the indebted- 
nesses of the city, it would de unlawful and 
the bonds worthless, because in excess of the amount 
permitted by the Constitution, Would any intelligent 
Court for one moment consider the amount of the 
contracts payable out of the tax levy for the year asa 
part of the indebtedness of the city? No Court would 
give so absurd a construction of the Constitution, 

Again, every obligation resting upon a city or person 
to pay money already earned is a debt. A city has a 
funded debt exceeding the limitation when the Consti- 
tution takes effect, If this provision is to be under- 
stood as only limiting the bonded debt, no serious dif- 
ficulty ensues, Services are rendered, contracts made, 
temporary loans previously authorized by law are ob- 
tained as usual to defray the constant expenses of pro- 
tecting the lives and property of the inhabitants, and 
maintaining the varied and important functions of 
municipal existence, and ali these expenditures are 
paid for and the accounts closed upon the collection of 
the taxes of the year. 

But if the provision prohibits the incurring of any 
liability for the payment of money, 

IN WHAT A CONDITION IS THAT CITY PLACED 
by those who should have been and supposed tney 
were the guardians of the rights and interests of its 
inhabitants, Nearly a year must pass before the rev- 
enues can be collected. Money cannot be borrowed 
for ordinary expenses, neither cana lawful contract 
be made with any one to serve the corporation, Police- 
men, firemen, school-teachers, cannot be paid if they 
render service, because it was unlawful to incur an in- 
debtednees to them, and the city and ite inhabitants 
are surrendered to anarchy aud disorder, if not to 
destruction. 

No such meaning as this can be found by the reflect- 
ing jurist in this wise and useful constitutional pro- 
vision, 

It follows that the practice of anticipating the col- 
lection of the revenue of a particular year by con- 
tracting for the performance of public services, or 
borrowing money in order to pay for these services in 
cash, however liable it may be to abuse, 

IS NOT PROHIBITED BY THE CONSTITUTION, 
The great importence of the question, and the 
magnitude of the loans which have been mada for the 
temporary convenience of this city, justify me in gi 
ing the history of this constitutional provision, such 
extracts from the proceedings of the Convention as 
throw light upon it, with an important judicial de- 
cision, directly in point. I have also procured, and 
appended hereto, the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel, himself a distinguished jurist, with many 
years’ experience on the Bench. I may say that the 
same conclusions were reached by his eminent prede- 
cessors, the Hon. J. O. Norton, whose loss we have 
recently been called on to deplore, and the Hon. 
Murray F. Tuley, as well as by Egbert Jamieson, Esq., 
City Attorney, who bas carefully examined the sub- 
ject. 

FORTUNATELY THE PURPOSE OF THE PROVISION 
and its meaning, as understood by its framers, can be 
readily ascertained, All the debates and proceedings 
of the Constitutional Convention show that the pur- 
pose was to prevent the improvident increase of per- 
manent or funded debt, and that by the words debt“ 
and “ indebtedness’ they did not mean to include lia- 
bilities created in consequence of appropriations and 
within the limits of the revenue accruing to meet 
them, 

On the 7th of January, 1870, the Convention adopted 
the following resolution : 

ficsolved, That the Auditor of this State be requested 
to furnish to the Convention all tue information in his 
possession upon the subject of State, county, town- 
ship, and municipal indebtedness, and also all corpor- 
ate indebtedness, incurred under the laws in relation 
to public schools in this State. 

In compliance with thie resolution, the Auditor sent 
in a statement, No. 1, of the debt of the State of Illi- 
nois, as it existed at the close of the fiscal year ending 
Nov. 30, 136%, In this statement is specified the 
bonded debt, and the school, college, and seminary 
funds, but none of the large liabilities covered by ap- 


binding, and the erection of public buildings, includ- 
ing the State-House. 

Statement No. 2 showed the debt of counties, towns 
and townships, and cities, classified an l arranged with 
great care, with a column headed “ Railroad subscrip- 
tions not yet debts.” This statement also exciudes all 
appropriations and liabilities incurred in anticipation 
of the annual revenues. 

No objection was ever made to this report for not 
including the a;propriations and temporary loans 
meds in anticipation of the revenues, 

Soon after the meeting of the Constitutional Con- 
vention, being a member of that body, I introduced 
the following, with other propositions: 

So. 4, Taxation by the State shail be limited to 
per cent, by counties to——-—per cent, by towns to 
per cent, and by cities and bther municipalities 
to———per cent annually of the assessed value of 
property. Special assessments shall not be unreason- 
able or excessive. 

Sec. 5. No county, town, city, or municipal cor- 
poration, shall have power to borrow money 80 as to 
— pe r 
centof the aggregate assessed value of the property 
subject to its jurisdiction. 

On my motion, this fifth section was referred to the 
Committee on State, County, and Munitipal Indebted- 
ness, and was reported back by them in the following 
form, in the exact words of the Iowa Constitution : 

Su. 4. No county, city, municipal corporation, 
township or school district, shall be allowed to become 
indebted, in any manner or for any purpose, to an 
amount in the aggregate exeeeding 5 per centum on 
the value of the taxable property within such county, 
city, municipal corporation, township, or school dis- 
trict, such taxable property to be ascertained by the 
last State and county tax-lists previous to the incurring 
of such indebtedness, 

Any county, city, municipal corporation, township, 
or school district incurring any indebtedness as afore- 
said shall, before or at the time of doing so, provide 
for the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to 
pay the interest on such debt as it falls due, and also 
to pay and discharge the principal thereof within ten 
years from the time of contracting the same. 

It was finally adopted by the Convention, with the 
addition of the words “including exis indebte-- 
ness,” “twenty years” inste of “ten 
years,” but with no other material change. 

The second section of the report of the Committee 
on State, County, and Municipal Indebtedness was in 
these words: 

Szc, 2. The State may contract debts to supply 
casual deficits or failures in revenues, or to meet ex- 
penses not oth

THE SECTION RELATING TO MUNICIPAL INDEBTED- 


NESS 
contains the phrase “become indebted,” instead of 
“create a debt.” Both expressions are substantially 
the same, As this section was considered last, it was 
not deemed necessary to repeat the explanation, so 
fully prevented by various members when the second 
section was under consideration. But the remarks of . 
Mr Haines, of Lake, and of Mr. McCoy, the Chairman 
of the Committee making the report, gave a clear and 
decisive these words, which was not 
ene questioned by any member of the Conven- 

On. 

Mr. Haines said: ‘“ This relates to the indebtedness 
of these municipal corporations, I do not under- 
— as the gentleman from Fulton (Mr. Ross) does, 
that it relates to the expenses of these cor 
porations, If it become necessary to repair or rebuild 
a bridge in his own county, or in any other county, 
this section does not place any restriction upon it, oF 
relate to it in the least degree; or to a court-house, OF 
any expense that a municipal corporation sees fit to 
incr, or levy a tax for the payment of during the 
same year, It is quite competent under this section 
to incar such expenses, by the rule that has been es- 
tablished by the courts of the State. 

“ This does not reach these cases; it relates to the 
indebtedness of these corporations. A man who makes 
a contract to bay a piece of property, and pays his 
money, discharges the obligation and there is no ex- 
isting indebtedness, A municipal corporation that 
makes u contract, audits the bill, levies a tax, and col- 
lects it during the same year, pays for it at the time of 
the contract, and makes no debt at all. An indebted- 
ness iss continuing obligation to pay ata future day. 
This provision is to reach afunded debt. It does not 
reach the case of the current expenses of thesé munic- 
ipal corporations. In that view I think it is a very 
reasonable provision peruaps; but I should hke to see 
this section go further, and prescribe according to the 

of our statute, to-day; that mone 
expenses shall not be raise 
a certain per centum during each 
year, would like to see that principle 
engrafted upon this Constitution, and then 1t will be 
complete for me, But this, to usea common saying, 
which bar been used so often that I may now use it 
myself, is like fighting a windmill. Individuais have 
their manner of payment, which is on delivery, Mu- 
nicipal corporations, in imitation of that, pay during 
the fiscal year, which is payment at the time of mak- 
ing the contract, and this provision does not relate to 
that principle of expenses at all.“ 

Mr. McCoy—Mr. Chairman, it was not the intention 
of the Committee of which I have the honor to be 
the Chairman to interfere with the assessments of any 
county, city, municipal corporation, township, or 
school district in the State for ordinary expenses, but 
it did desire to put a limitation and restriction on in- 
debtedness, and that, if created, a provision should 
be made for payment thereof, and that the people de- 
mani. 

The construction placed upon this provision, by the 
members of the Convention, has been fully 
SUSTAINED BY THE HIGHEST JUDICIAL AUTHORITY. 
The section as reported from the Committee on 
Municipal Indebtedness was copied verbatim from the 
Constitution of the State of Iowa. “The only material 
change made by the Convention was by adding the 
words “ including exieting indebtedness,” 

The provision of the Iowa Constitution came before 
the highest tribunal of that State, the Supreme Court, 
and was adjudicated upon by them, at the June term, 
1373, on appeal from the Scott District Court, in the 
case of Grant va. The City of Davenport, reported in 
J6 Iowa Reports, p. 396. 

This was an action brought by James Grant and 
others, citizens and tax-payers of the City of Daven- 
port, against the said city and others, to restrain the 
city from carrying into effect a certain ordimance 
passed by the city, Dec, 4, 1372, on the ground that the 
said ordinance is unconstitutional, because i. creates a 
larger debt than the Coustitution allows, etc, 

The valuation of said city for State and county pur- 
poses was less than $4,000,000. The debt was $150,000, 

Sec. I of the ordinance grants to certain parties the 
exclusive privilege for twenty-five years, and an equal 
privilege thereafter with all others, of suppiying the 
citizens of said city with water. 

Sec. 11 provides for payment to said company, by 
the city, of an saunual rental of $80 for each fire hy- 
drant tor the first five years, 80 for the second five 
years, $50 for the third five years, and 840 thereafter, 
payments to be made semi-annually ; the rent of said 
hydrants to commence as soon as said 200 hydrants 
are ready ior use. 

The defendants demurred to the petition of the 
plaintiffs in error. 

The Court below sustained the demurrer, to which 
ruling the plaintiffs excepted and appealed. 

C. Whittaker, for the appellants, cited Scott ve, City 
of Davenport, to show that “a debt is created when 
one person binds himself to pay money to another. A 
party becomes indebted when he enters into an obiiga- 
tion to pay. A debtor is one who owes a debt, he who 
may be constrained to pay what he owes,” 

He urged. also that the ordinance created a debt. 
“The Constitution does not say that a municipal cor- 
poration shall not become indebted by bond or note, 
but it says, in any manner or for any purpose.” 

The opinion of the Court was given by Judge Cole, 
who Said: 

Our Constitution declares that “no municipal cor- 
poration shall be allosed to become indebted in any 
manner, or for any purpose, toan amount, in ths ag- 
gregute, exceeding 5 per centum on the value of the 
taxable property within such corporation, to be ascer- 
tained by the last State aud county tax lists, previous 
Lo the incurring of such indebtedaess,” (Constitution, 
Art. II, Sec. 6.) The plaintiie aver in their petition 
the amount of the taxable property, aud also the 
umount of the city indebtedness upon bonds executed 
in compromise of a previous bended debt, and show 
by express averment that the present indebtedness of 
the city is in excess of the constitutional limit, The 
direct question is therefore presented, whether the 
ordinance and its acceptance, which together consti- 
tute a contract, create an indebtedness by the city, in 
the sense of that word-as used in the Constitution, 

We have heretofore recognized and adjudicated the 
right and duty of a city to retain and apply its current 
revenues tothe payment of its proper and ordinary 
currentexpenses. The right to thus apply the cur- 
rent revenues to the defraying of ordinary expenses is 
grounded upon the fact that such a course is abso- 
lutely necessary to the life of the municipality and to 
the successful accomplishment of the purposes of its 
creation. Any appropriation of these revenues, there- 
fore,-whether by ordinance or by contract, to the pay- 
ment of the ordinary expenses, would be, beyond 
question, it seems to us, both reasonable aad proper. 
And if the the appropriation was made in advance of 
the receipts of the revenues, the action would be just as 
legitimate; because that the revenues will be received 
1s a legal certainty. And again, if the appropriation 
was made in advance to pay for services to be rendered 
or articles to be furnished, within the scope of proper 
and ordinary expenses, the payment to be made upon 
the rendition of the services or the delivery of the ar- 
ticles, uo question could arise as to tbe propriety or 
legality of such a.course, regardless of the fact 
whether the city was indebted to its maximum mit 
or not; and this because the right of the city to thus 
apply its tevenues, notwithstanding its indebtednesa, 
is a part of the well-settled and expressly-adjudicated 
law of the State. ‘ . N 4 

If it can induce individuals or a corporation to con- 
struct aud maintain such werks for the use and bene- 
fit of the municipality and its inhabitants, aud can pay 
a just aad fair rent, as agreed, out of its current rev- 
enues, and can also, out of such revenues, pay its other 
ordinary expenses, we can see no suilicient reason for 
holding that an agreement to pay such rent, either 
weekly, monthly, quarterly, or annually, creates an 
indebtedness against the city. If it did create an in- 
debtednesa, then an ordinance providing for the pay- 
ment of the salaries to the officers of the city would 
also create an indebtedness, and would be invalid, 
where the maximum of indebtedness bas also been 
reached, And such a construction would also render 
invalid every contract for the delivery of lamber to 
repair a bridge or a sidewalk, or for the employment 
of a laborer to work thereon, 

From these illustrations, as well as from the plaim 
and practical meaning of the language of the.constitu- 
tional inhibition, the true rule and just interpretation 
is evolved, to-wit: that when the contract made by the 
municipal corporation pertains to its ordinary ex- 
penses within the limit of its current revenues, and 
such special taxes as it may legally and in good faith 
intend to levy therefor, such contract does not cons ti- 
tute the incurring of an indebtedness’ within the 
meaning of the constitutional provisions, Dtvely ys, 
the Town of Cedar Falls, 27 Iowa. 2277. 

Upon a full examination of the case, we find, as did 
the learned District Judge, that no right of action ex- 
ists, and therefore order that the judgment of the Dis- 
trict Court be affirmed. 

Without protracting the argument further, I think 
it is clear beyond question that our tem porary loans 
are fully authorized by the Constitution and laws of 
the State, constitute a just and valid claim against the 
city, and should be repaid with scrupulous fidelity as 
they mature, 

Judge Dickey has submitted this report and his 
opinion to the Hon, C. B. Lawrence, ex-Chief-J ustice 
of the Supreme Court, the Hon, W. C. Goudy, B. F.

WHERE A CITY, ALREADY LAWFULLY INDEBTED, 
gives a bond providing for the future payment of such 
debt, this does not create such debt; nor would it cre- 
ate a new debt within the meaning of tha Constitution, 
if the city already owing a lawful debt should borrow 
money and pay the old debt therewith. By so doing 
the city would not become indebted” in the sense 
of the Constitution.

The application of revenues, for which taxes are in

If, therefore, the city has become lawfully liable to 
any one for any part of its ordinary and —— cur- 
rent expenses, and the uncollected revenue anticipated 
is sufivient to cover this and other necessary current 
expenses, the city may lawfully give to such person a 
written promise to pay such liability at any time not 
beyond tne lst Cay of the next June; or the city may 
lawfully make a temporary loan of some other person 
and with the money borrowed pay such liability, an 
give to the lender a written promise to pay the money 
to him on or before the then next June, and by so do- 
ing the city does not become indebted” in the sense 
forbidden in the Constitution. 

The conditions essential to the legality of the trans- 
action are, that the money isto be applied to some 
portion of the ordinary or necessary curreut expenses 
of the city, and that this liability (together witk the 
other ordinary and necessary current expenses of the 
eity for that year) does not exceed the current revenues 
of the city anticipated for that year. 

The city officers authorized by law to transact such 
business are necessarily the persons authorized by law

MARRYING OF COUSINS, 
A popular belief has long prevailed that the 


marriage of first cousins is attended with 
lamentable results in the insanity of their issue, 
This belief is not warranted by the facts. The 
last number of the Fortnightly Neview contains 
an article by Mr. George Darwin on ** Marriages 
Between First Cousins,” giving the results of 
some researches he has recently made among 
the first-cousin marriages of the upper classes 
of England. There are incidentally brought 
out some statistics worth repeating, such as that, 
in every 79 marriages in England one is 4 
Smith; in 76,a Jones; in 115, a Williams; in 
148, a Taylor; in 168, a Davis: in 174, a Brown;

THE GREAT BICYCLE JOURNEY. 

Apart from the artificial excitement of a wager 
there is some amount of romantic interest at- 
taching to the announcement that Mr. Nairos 
set out on Thursday morning upon his bicycle on 
his long journey from Vienna to Paris, The dis- 
tance is 670 miles, and the route, following that 
of the Hungarian Lieutenant who performed the 
same feat last year upon a single horse in fifteen 
days, will lie through Ems, Munich, Stuttgart, 
Strasbourg, and Nancy. Mr. Nairos bopes to 
accomplish his undertaking in at least one-third 
less time; and looking to what has already been 
achieved by skillful bicyclists, we see little reason 
to think him over sanguine. It is an established 
maxim that even human power would beat that 
of a horse in the long run. Dr. Kitehmer, in his 
„Traveller's Oracle, a work of authority io 
pre-railway days, lays down the rule of 20 miles 
a day fora horse ior the first two days; and 
then, if be is a good one, 30 or 40, witha 
rest on the fourth day, to give bim time to 
recover his spirits. doe such an amount of 
work in the same period would certainly not tire 
a skillful velocipede-rider very much. The Hun- 
garian officer rode 46 miles a day; but his horse 
must have arrived y distressed. Mr. 
Nairns proposes to ride contiouously about 60 
miles a day. He starts, moreover. in the heats 
of August, no small consideration in Soutbern 
Europe, whereas the Hungarian traveled in No- 
vember. Of course Mr. Nairns will ride only in 
early morning and in the cool of the evening ; 
he will be troubled neither to find stablmg nor 
fodder for his steed; and, witha few handy 
tools, will be ready for most accidents. Alto- 
gether, the bicycle may now claim to have risen 
from the position of a toyto thatofa useful 
supplement to man’s miserably defective means 
of locomotion. It is true that a seat on a bi- 
cycle is, in some people’s eyes, a little undigni- 
fied ; but infra dig., as Hood says, depends very 
much upon where a man * plants his dig.” Since 
an ex-Chancellor of the Exchequer bas shown 
that he can preserve a balauce on a vehicle of 
this kind, there is no reason why the bicycle 
should not begin to gather even dignified associ- 
ations, though our horses unfortunately still re- 
gard these machines with distrust, and a whole 
population of bicycle-riders would be rather an 
alarming spectacle.— London News. 


A HISTORICAL LEG. 

All the Year Round says: The Marquis of An- 
glesea's leg was for some years almost as famous 
as the chivalrous Marquis himself, so far supe- 
rior was it to anything that had previously been 
produced for a similar purpose. This galiant 
Officer had a leg shattered by a cannon ball at 
the battle of Waterloo ; he underwent two am- 
putations, one on the batile-field by an army 
surgeon, the other by Mr. (afterward Sir 
Everard) Home, after his return to England. 
Then Mr. Gray set to work. He took a cast in 
wax of the stump of the poor unfortunate leg, 
transferred the impression to tough and light 
desiccated willow, and ingeniously introduced 
strings of catgut to represent that (so-called) 
teodon of Achilles, which gives elasticity and 
propeliing power. It is a great thing to say 
that the leg retained its proud position for near- 
ly forty years, until the Marquis, as a 
venerable fFieid-Marshal, closed his career 
at the age of 85—not the same leg, of 
course; for an artificial leg, like a boot, will 
wear out in course of time. As experience grew 
aod further observations were made, the original 
Anglesea leg gradually made way for a better. 
The Marquis looked so well on horseback that 
the admiring pane could searcely believe one 
of his legs to be artificial. The string of catgut 
at the back of the heel extended the foot when 
straightened; a spring inserted in the instep 
lifted the toes from the ground when the leg 
bent in walking. Nevertheless, Nature had not 
sufficiently imitated iu the first Anglesea leg; 
there was no lateral motion in the ankle-joiut; 
the wearer could not walk on uneven ground 
without experiencing an unpleasant amount of 
jar and strain, Moreover, there was too much 
creak and rattle with the metal-work, and the 
wearer had to keep near at hand a small oil-can, 
wherewith to lubricate his joints. These incon- 
yoniences were got rid of one by one—a great 
improvement being the introduction of a ball 
and-socket ankle-joint, and another being the 
substitution of india-rubber for metal in some 
of the parts.

Justice Court not long since on a clear and 
honest claim for $60. The defendant’s at- 
torney trumped up a false counter-claim, and 
the conscientious jury brought in a verdict 
of $150 against the plaintiff. The latter's 


lawyer remonstrated with the Constable who

True to his promise, Comptroller Harzs 
has prepared an able and interesting docu- 
ment on the subject of the city’s power to 
incur temporary indebtedness, and the legal 
effect of Sec. 12, Art. IX., of the Constitu- 
tion of Illinois upon the practice of making 
loans from time to time to defray necessary 
current municipal expenses pending the col- 
lection of taxes already levied and assessed. 
The document is lengthy and exhaustive, em- 
bracing citations of Illinois and Iowa Su- 
preme Court decisions, extracts from relevant 
debates in the Constitutional Convention of 
1870, an opinion by Judge Dicky, Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and concurrent opinions by two 


— — — 


Cuarues Hrroncock, President of the Consti- 
tutional Convention, and by several of the 
leading lawyers of Chicago. The Comp- 
troller’s conclusion, after a full and elaborate 
review of the question, is thus summarized: 
Without protracting the argument further, I think 
it is clear beyond question that our temporary loans 
are fully authorized by the Constitution and laws of 
the State, constitute a just and valid claim against the 
city, and should be repaid with scrupulous fidelity as 
they occur, 

The position of Tun Txrsvnz, in its series 
of articles showing the fallacy and absurdity 
of the Chicago Times fulminations against 
the credit and honor of the city, is com- 
pletely sustained by the communication of 
Comptroller HArrs and its distinguished 
legal and judicial indorsement. The question 
of repudiation, raised by the Times for the 
purpose of injuring the municipal credit, has 
received its everlasting quietus. 


SIGNS OF PROSPERITY. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Repudlican, which 
is usually a very hopeful paper, in looking 
over the business of the country, sinks into 
a very slough of despond, and can see 
nothing bright ahead. It cites the failures of 
the last sixty days, such as the sugar failure 
in Baltimore, the Bank of California, Dox- 
can, SHenman & Co., J. G. Saaw & Co., and 
Sauen A. CAs TEA & Co., of New Tork, 
Lez & Suerarp, of Boston, and a large 
number of small suspensions and assign- 
ments, and the fact that so many of the 
manufacturers are not yet ready to resume 
operations, as vroofs that in manufactures 
and commerce bottom has not yet been 
reached. It does not even see any hope in 
the fact that we are likely to have a splendid 
cotton, wheat, corn, oat, and pork year. 
Everything appears blue to it. 

Is the outlook as blue as the Republican 
paints it? The answer depends upon what 
is meant by prosperity. Every one will ad- 
mit that we are to have an abundant crop, 
and that if this abundant crop is utilized as 
it should be, it will increase wealth, increase 
the raw material for mauufacturing, and pro- 
mote the general welfare of the community. 
But what does prosperity mean? If this 
abundant crop is to be used as the means of 
inflating credits, and running up prices for 
speculative purposes ; if people are going to 
discount the future ; if goods, lots, houses, 
and all articles of trade and barter are to be 
suddenly rushed to top prices ; if this crop is 
to produce the wild and reckless system of 
gambling in credits which prevailed before 
the panic, then the result will truly be a most 
deplorable one. If the people are not going 
to learn the lesson of the panic, but are 
going to rush again, as they did 
before, into speculation and gambling with 
their eyes shut, then an abundant crop will 
prove a curse. Another crash must come, 
and, as the Republican says, bottom will 
not be found.” 

But there is another view of the meaning 
of prosperity, and we may assume at least 


that the people have studied the lessons of 


the panic sufficiently to appreciate it. An 
abundant crop means an abundance of food, 
plenty of bread and meat, and an abundance 
of raw material for manufacturing. We 
shall have all we can consume and much to 
spare,—a surplus for which we must find a 
foreign market. Hence the people will have 
the advantage of cheap prices. The surplus 
will give the railroads and transportation 
companies on the canals, lakes, and rivers all 
they can do to carry it. Hence this will tend 
to give employment to thousands who 
are now unemployed. It will enable the 
railroads to improve their rolling-stock, to 
substitute steel for iron rails, and otherwise 
to extend their facilities. The abundant 
crops will put money in the farmers’ pockets, 
enabling them to pay the debts they owe the 
country merchants. The country merchants 
can pay what they owe the city merchanis, 
and the latter can settle their balances and 
lay in new stocks of goods. With the in- 
crease of material for manufacturing, and the 
demand that must spring up consequent 
upon the general revival of commercial busi- 
ness in all lines of trade, manufacturing en- 
terprise will be stimulated, thus increasing 
wealth and promoting the general welfare. 
To this extent, therefore, of the increase and 
cheapness of food, the increase of manufac- 
turing material, the development of carrying 
facilities giving employment to many thou- 
sands now idle, and the expansion and 
growth of manufacturing enterprises, the 
abundant crop means prosperity, provided 
always that under the influence of this pros- 
perity the people do not squander it upon 
the national gambling-table of speculation. 
The special instance which the Republican 
makes of certain manufactories, like the 
Lawrence and Fall River mills, lying idle and 
giving no signs of resumption, does not 
prove anything, nor does it indicate that 
things have not reached bottom. If these 
mills have not resumed, it only shows 
that they manufacture articles of which

A DISTINCTION WITH A DIFFERENCE. 
When Ketxzy and his crowd gathered to 
hold an inflation convention in Detroit, with 


following, among other resolutions : 

That we are neither repudistionizts nor !nflationists, 
but the friends of a safe, sound, and reliable currency ; 
that we propose to redeom the greenback circulation 
of the United States at the pleasure of the holders 
thereof, in bonds of the United States bearing « low 
rate of interest, convertible at the pleasure of the 
holder into greenbacks, thus redeeming the original 
promise of the Government when it first issaed green- 
backs, to fund them when desired into interest-paying 


bonds, 
That we are in favor of the issue of United States 


certificates or bonds bearing interest not to exceed 
3.55 per cent per annum, to an amount equal to the 
whole Government debt, said bonds or certificates be- 
ing changeable and interchangeable with greenbacks 
at par on demand. 

The man who drew up these two resolu- 
tions was either deceived himself or trying to 
deceive other people. The aim of the mis- 
leading words is to convince the ignorant that 
the 3.65 interconvertible bond scheme, if carried 
into effect, would fulfill the original promise 
of the Government, made when the green- 
backs were first issued, to fund them, at the 
option of the holder, into an interest-bearing 
bond. There is an infinite difference between 
this promise and the plan proposed by the 
Detroit resolutions. 

The Government engaged to redeem the 
greenbacks in gold when it could and in 
bonds at any time. These bonds were to 
yield 6 per cent, gold interest, and were to be 
redeemable in real money any time after five 
years and before twenty years from the date 
of their issue, at the option of the Govern- 
ment. The revocation of this promise was 
one of the great financial and moral blunders 
of the War. 

The Kelleyites propose to formally cancel 
the engagement to redeem the greenbacks in 
gold atany time. This is, in itself, an all- 
important difference. They then propose to 
redeem them in bonds, but these bonds are 


inally promised, and the interest is to be 
paid, not in money, but in irredeemable 
promises to pay! The bonds, moreover, are 
never to be redeemed at all, unless giving 
other irredeemable paper certificates in ex- 
change for them is called redemption. 

Here, then, is a distinction with a differ- 
ence. We schedule the points of unlikeness, 
marking the original plan (O.). and the dis- 
honest—that is, the Keruzy—plan (K.): 

(O.) The greenback is finally to be re- 
deemed in money,—that is, specie ; 

(K.) The greenback is never to be re- 
deemed in money ; 

(O.) The greenback was to be funded in 
gold interest ; 

(K) The greenback is to be funded in scrip 
certificates ; 

(O.) The bonds are to bear 6 per cent inter- 
est, payable in gold; 

(K.) The scrip certificates are to bear 3.65 
per cent interest, payable not in money, but 
in scrip, which is never to be redeemed in 
money ; 

(O.) The bonds are to be paid in real 
money, within twenty years at the farthest ; 

(K.) The certificates are never to be paid in 
money. 

The original promise is based upon coin; 
the mock fulfillment rests upon credit, which 
rests on hope, which rests on nothing. The 
one is fair and honest, and should be re-en- 
acted. The other is a fraud, supported at 
Detroit by a witting or unwitting lie. 


CAN ALIENS VOTE IN ILLINOIS P 

In the decision of a contested election up- 
on the question of the removal of the county 
seat of Cass County from Beardstown to 
Virginia, the Court before whom the case 
was tried excluded from the count forty-four 
ballots polled by a class of residents who 
occupy before the law a most peculiar politi- 
cal situation. 

The Constitution of 1818 provided that, in 
all elections in Illinois, ‘‘ All white male in- 
habitants above the age of 21 years, having 
resided in the State six months next preced- 
ing the election, shall enjoy the right of an 
elector.” In the course of time, no matter 
what may have been the original intention, 
this clause of the Constitution was judicially 
construed to authorize any adult white male 
having a six-months’ residence to vote at all 
elections, without reference to citizenship ; 
and under this decision unnaturalized per- 
sons of alien birth voted. 

The Constitution of 1848, however, changed 
this, and provided : 

In all elections, every white male citizen above the 
age of 21 years, having resided in the State one year 
‘next preceding any election, shall be entitled to vote 
at auch election; and every white male inhabitant of 
the age aforesaid, who may be a resident of the State 


at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall 
have the right of voting as aforesaid. 


The change made required that the voter 
should be a citizen of the United States, ex- 
cept when the adult male white inhabitant, 
21 years old, was a resident of the State at 
the time when the Constitution was adopted. 
This exception was made so that the unnat- 
uralized aliens who were then voters should 
not be disfranchised. In the meantime, be- 
tween 1848 and 1870, there were a number of 
persons who in good faith had obtained nat- 
uralization papers from County Courts in 
this State, which naturalization had been de- 
olared void by the courts, because the County 
Courts had no authority to naturalize aliens. 
So the Constitution of 1870, dealing with 
these two cases, provided that “ every person 
having resided in this State one 


: any 
in this State prior to Jan. 1, 1870 
or, who be a citizen of the United 
States, shall be entitled to vote. Here, then,

The decision of the Court was that these 
persons were not citizens of the United 
States, and that they were not electors on 
the first day of April, 1848. The Constitu- 
tion of 1870 was definite upon this point and 
admitted of but one meaning. The argument 
of Mr. Snaw, if we understand it, is that

cise every other right that citizens might 
under the law. By this provision of the 
Constitution of 1848 they became citizens of 
this State.” In point of fact, the Constitu- 
tion of 1848 excluded from office all persons 
who were not citizens of the United States, 
and not one of these aliens was eligible to 
office in I[linois. There are two points 
which are evidently overlooked. TBese men 
are aliens, and have never, and do not 
now, pretend that they are citizens 
of the United States. The right 
to vote does not pertain of right 
to citizenship. A large majority of American 
citizens have no vote, while the privilege of 
voting may be conferred without ,carrying 
with it any other political privilege. The 
State of Illinois cannot make aliens citizens 
of the United States. Giving them the right 
to vote is a merely local privilege not extend- 
ing beyond the State, and the power of the 
people of Illinois to determine who shall and 
who shall not vote at State elections is be- 
yond all question. All argument founded on 
the assumption that these forty-four voters 
were ever citizens because their fathers 
were allowed to vote is necessarily fallacious. 
Even those aliens who were in terms allowed 
to vote by the Constitution of 1848 were ex- 
cluded from holding office beeause they were 
aliens. The pretext of vested rights is too 
flimsy to warrant controversy. The people 
of this State may extend or abridge the privi- 
lege of voting at their pleasure. 

We suggest to those good people who must 
now be advanced in years that their persist- 
ent refusal to make themselves citizens of the

United States ean elicit but little sympathy 
among the people generally. We do not 
question their patriotism, but we fail to com- 
prehend why they refuse to become Ameri- 
cans legally. Wherever they may reside 
they will be aliens in contemplation of law, 
and, as such, legally excluded from the privi- 
leges pertaining to citizenship. Their claim 
that they number 25,000 male adults in this 
State is grossly exaggerated ; 2,500 would be 
a liberal estimate ; and the fact that there are 
even that number shows the wisdom of the 
Constitutions of 1848 and 1870 in arresting 
the exercise of any political privilege by non- 
citizens. The whole claim of these people is 
preposterous as a legal proposition, and with- 
out the least equity or justice in any sense. 


THE WRONGS OF HERZEGOVINA. 

A goodly share of the revolations of his- 
tory have been due to questions of taxation. 
An inroad on the pocket fires the heart. 
Magna Charta has been traced to illegal ex- 
actions, although these were really only part 
of its cause. But the Srvarrs went down 
because Hamppen declined to pay the ship- 
tax, and the American Revolution sprang 
from the feeling that taxation without repre- 
sentation is tyranny. Herzegovina has this 
same time-honored reason to plead in sup- 
port of her right to revolt. Her inhabitants 
have been mercilessly taxed. The dues de- 
manded have been large, and the method of 
collection peculiarly Turkish, that is, barbar- 
ous. About the first of July, the tax-gather- 
ers,—the Agas, a sort of local justiciary,— 
make ready to ride through the country. 
Each Aga gathers a retinue of rogues 
and proceeds to ransack and plunder his dis- 
trict. If money is not forthcoming, the 
growing crops are cut down, the farm’ani- 
mals carried off, even the household furniture 
taken away. The swarm of human locusts 
may destroy in an hour or two the savings of 
a lifetime. Persons suspected of concealing 
wealth may be tortured and even murdered. 
Whatever suits the brutal whim of the free. 
booters is done. Respectable farmers have 
been tied to posts and beaten by brutes who 
were bound to get money or blood. More 
than one man has died from the cruelties 
lavished on him at such times. Occasionally, 
a peasant is killed in sheer wantonness by 
the marauders. The tax-gatherers are prac- 
tically a hostile army. They live on the coun. 
try, seize what can be carried off, and 
waste at their own unbridled pleasure. Tax. 
collection in Herzegovina means a yearly 
raid. Any resistance made by the luckless 
Christians is apt to inflame Moslem fanati- 
cism, and lead to the most serious conse. 
quences. Last year there was a bloody mas- 
sacre of the Christian population. As a 
result of it, some 2,000 Herzegovinian fami- 
lies fled into the quasi-independent State of 
Montenegro, with all their flocks and herds. 
The first few of them who ventured back to 


country. In a prosperous year, it would 
have been difficult, not to say impossible, for 


less, the Agas began their rounds. Theft, 
torture, and murder were called into play. 
Suddenly one section after another rose in 
arms. There were a few short, sharp skir- 


knavish bands, to the shelter of the fortified 
towns. The peasant-levies joined, and Her- 
zegovina had an army. The imsurrection 
that still blazes was kindled. The tyranny 
of taxation was the spark that lit the fire. 


THE JURY SYSTEM. 
Law-reform is one of the most difficult 
sorts of reforms. Our court-practice is 
modeled on forms centuries old. The whole 
system is inerusted with rust and antiquity. 
Too many people are pecuniarily interested 
in keeping up these forms, each one of which 
is a cause of fees, to make the destruction of 
the bad ones at all an easy matter. The age 
of the system is a proof of its goodness, as a 
whole, but this proof by no means extends to 
every particular part. If there is anything 
in the system which was introduced on ac- 
count of reasons which no longer exist,— 
reasons born of a political and social system 
long since extinct,—this something is an ex- 
crescence, retained simply for its age and not 
for its utility, and therefore a thing to be 
lopped off. Thus, age is in some cases a 
presumption against the goodness of an idea, 
instead of for it. The age of the jury system 
is a case in point. 

The jury in its present, form is the product 
of a barbarous civilization. Its central idea 
is that a man should be tried by his “peers.” 
This term, mouthed by lawyers and stump- 
speakers, is but a catchpenny phrase and a 
fraud. When England was divided into 
classes much more completely than it is even 
now, when class‘and caste were synonyms, 
the right of a man to be tried by his equals 
was granted, in order to protect an alleged 
culprit from the arbitrary violence of King, 
or nobles, or clergy. Yet, even from the be- 
ginning this right has never been complete. 
Women are never tried by their peers. A 
jury of matrons is impaneled only for one 
peculiar purpose. Minors are never tried by 
their peers. Aliens are never tried by their 
peers. Nine out of ten defendants are not 
tried by their peers. No man is so tried un- 
less the twelve jurors are his equals in intel- 
ligence and character. However often the 
latter proviso is carried out, the former rarely 
is. Ought a man to be tried by his inferiors? 
Ought he not rather to be judged by his supe- 
riors, as long as no class feeling intervenes to 
cause injustice? The historical analysis of 
the origin of the present jury system shows 
that itis due to the existence of strongly- 
marked castes in the commanity. This aris- 
tocratic reason does not apply to democratic 
America. We need not be afraid of the 
influence of King, Church, or nobles. ‘The 
jury system, requiring a united verdict, in 
saving us from this wholly imaginary danger, 
exposes us to another and a real danger. 
Packing a jury to cause a disagreement is 
one of the easiest things in the world for a 
Sheriff or Deputy-Sheriff to do. It is unfor- 
tunately often done. Thus the plan devised 
to protect defendants from the injustice of 
the higher classes too often exposes them to 
the bribed injustice of the lower. 

It is a fact pertinent to this discussion that 
our chancery courts, although the cases sub- 
mitted to them are far more intricate, as a 
rule, than common-law suits, exceed the 
common-law courts in the thoroughness 
and rapidity with which they deal out jus- 
tice. Their justice, too, has much more of 
the genuine article in it. The main reason 
of this is to be found in the fact that they 
have no juries. That stumbling-block is got 
rid of. A Judge or a Master in Chancery de- 
cides both law and fact. 

The reasons for trying a man by twelve of 
his peers no longer exist. The system should 
disappear with the disappearance of the 
causes that gave it birth. Let us have less 
dilatory and dubious law and more justice. 


THE EXTINGUISHMENT OF MORMONISM.

Not only was Auten elected two years ago, 
but the Democrats carried the State one year 
ago by a much larger majority. The election ot 
ALLEN will not of itself demonstrate the pop- 
ularity of the repudiation doctrine. To do 
this it will be necessary to secure a larger 
majority this year than the party had last 
year. A decrease in the majority will be an 
evidence of the weakness of the repudiation 
doctrine. 

The case will be different, however, if 
ALLEN fails to rise up” again. His defeat 
in the face of the fact that the State was 
Democratic one year ago by over 17,000 ma- 
jority will be an evidence of the weakness of 
repudiation as a popular measure. Then it 
is pretty certain that the repudiationists will 
have to retire, and the hard-money men, East 
and West, will insist upon an embodiment of 
their principles in the national platform as an 
indispensable element of success. In either 
event, however, Mr. WILLIAM ALLEN and his 
repudiation friends in Ohio have succeeded 
in arraying one portion of the party against 
the other, and it will risk the fate of a house 
divided against itself, whatever the result of 
the Ohio election shall be.

A SHE-FIEND.’

Sr. Lovis, Sept. 6.—A horrible case of crime 
and murder bas recently come to light in Frank- 
lin County. It appears that a widow named 
Rebecca Eades lived in that county iu 1872, and 
that she had two adopted children, one a boy, 
Louis Merrill Taylor, 6, and his sister Kate, 13 
years of age. Oneday,in the spring of that 
year, she became very angry with the little boy, 
and, seizing an ax, struck him upon the head, 
afterwards beating him to death. The murderesa, 
assisted by two men named Charlies Eades and 
William Howard, bid the body in the stove, but 
subsequently carried it off and buried it secret- 
ly. Tue girl was the only witness of the heart- 
less killing of her brother, and it was agreed that 
she must be gotten out of the way. They did 
not dare commit a second murder, but they set 
upon a plan which was almost as atrocious as 
murder. They mounted the girl upon a bare- 
backed mule and conveyed her into the middle 
of a dense forest 40 miles distant, in Platte Coun- 
ty, Mo., and, after using horrible threats, left 
her alone. After that Mrs. Eades disappeared 
from the ccuntry, Charlie Eades became a 
notoxious horse-thief, and Howard was hung by 
the mob for stealing horses. The little girl at 
the time of her crucl abandonment, was weak 
and sick, but, after innumerable hardships, 
found her way out of the woods, and finally 
made her way to the house of Mr. Eldridge, the 
father of Mrs. Eades, but not on friendly terms 
with bis daughter. The girl, influenced by the 
threats, was afraid to tell the story of her 
wrongs, and, consequently, said nothing about 
the heinous crimes of Mrs. Eades un- 
til about a year. ago. A week 
ago, while out ridiag horseback, 
she met Charlie Eades, and recognized him. 
She followed him and had him arrested, Last 
week, while in jail, he adoressed a letter to Mrs. 
Rebecea Boltinghouse, No. 2628 Papau street, 
St. Louis. Sheriff Couey suspected the woman 
was the identical murderess who was wanted. 
He telegraphed the Chief of Police in this city, 
who sent a detective and bad her arrested. Sho 
afverwards acknowledged being Mrs. Eades, but 
denied the crimes charged against her. She had 
been living over a year at the house where she 
was captured, and with aman named Bollinger, 
who offered to, and did to-day, marry the woman 
in jail this afternoon. She was taken back to 
Platte County, where her trial will take place. 
She is 40 years oid, but well preserved and good 
looking, and does not look at ali like the great 
criminal she is alleged to be. Many other crimes 
are charged against her. Among these is the 
one that, in 1871, she conspired to have her 
father and mother assassinated, in order to get 
their property. and that the murderous plan was 
only frustrated by the accidental discovery of it 
by her father.

The city-rooms of Tan Tainu ns were yester- 
day visited by Mre. Quackenbush and her sister, 
Mrs. Stewart, both of No. 183 Twenty-first street. 
The ladies wanted to interview the reporter who 
wrote the article on baby-farming that appeared 
in Sunday’s Ininuxk. When he presented bhim- 
self both saluted him at the same instant in an 
excited tones— Mrs. Quackenbush with, “Why did 
you publish that you had seen childrea cruelly 
treated at our house for?” and Mrs. Stewart 
with, Are you the man who reported that about 
the baby-farming and ten babies dying at my 
house?” For the space of a minnte 
or two it was impossible for the reporter to slip 
in a word of reply, so voluble were the ladies in 
their indignant resentment concerning what had 
been stated in the article in question, Finaily he 
sueceeded in so far pacifying them both as to get 
an opportunity to explain that by error in proof- 
reading the types made it that Mra. Qnack- 
enbush stated that ten infants had died at No. 
183, who had been fed on cow’s milk, when it 
should have been that two infants had died as 
was written in the manuscript report. 

The reporter finally also found opportunity to 
explain that on reading the article in question it 


would be found there was not stated that the 


reporter or any one else claimed to have wit- 


nessed any cruelties practiced upon the infants 
taken to board at No. 183. Whatthe neighbors 
eaid about the treattflent of babies was told. 
that was all. 

„Well.“ said Mrs. Quackenbush, why did 
vou let these drunken women next door stuff 
you with all thom lies for?” 

Les,“ added Mrs. Stewart with energy, those 
creatures are mad because they can’t get any 
babies to board.”

Qnackenbush. for we've got re- 
spectable friends. Only this morning there was 
a lawyer—here’s his card (producing a paste- 
board)—came to our house looking for a wet- 
nurse. Hesaid he sever heard of me before, 
but, since seeing Tun Tripune, he thought I 
could tell bim of a wet-nurse. He called it a 
first-class advertisement. 

So it went for some minutes longer, the ladies 
vying with each other in the energy with which 
they went for their neighbors. 

At last the reporter, having armed himself 
with pencil and paper, took his turn at the inter- 
viewing. and asked whether the remainder of 
the article—that which stated that four babies 
had died there and had been buried without per- 
mit—was untrue. 

Ves, it was,” replied Mrs. Quackenbush. 
“Only twoof mine died, the other one was 
hers,” pointing to Mrs. Stewart. 

* FOUR BABIES IN ALL” 
died at No. 183, didn’t there, this spring and 
summer ?” queried the reporter. 

„Well. the mother of the first one was with 
it,” said Mrs. Stewart, when it was sick. She 
boarded at my house when it was born. That was 
Mra. Cummiags’ baby.” 

„When did it die?” 

Mrs. Quackenbush and Mrs. Stewart compared 
notes, and. agreed that it was in the latter part 
of May. 

„Was a certificate of death made out in that 
case? 

The two ladies asserted that a certificate of 
death was made out by Dr. Stewart, who had 
given it to the child’s mother to make return 
of. When Molly's baby, and Celia’s baby, and 
Mary's baby had died, certificates of death 
bad been made out for each by Dr. Stewart. 
The surnames of the mothers neither of the 
ladies knew, but they did know where the 
mothers now lived, and gave their addresses. 

THE AGES. 

Reporter—How old were these babies ? 

Mrs. Quackenbush—Celia’s child was two 
weeks old when it was brought there. It died 
four weeks afterward,—Dr. Stewart doctored it. 
He said it had inflammation of the lungs. It 
died about the 10th of July. 

Mary's child was fetched there in July. It was 
about 9 days old when she brought it, and it died 
in three or four weeks. It was sick when brought 
there. Its mouth and stomach were cankered. She 
said to be sure to give it no medicine; the 
priest had told her it would die within a month. 
But Dr. Stewart attended it, and Mrs. Stewart 
gave it a little oil to carry off the canker from its 
stomach. The mother told me not to give it 
anything but a little stimulant, and we gave it 
a little brandy and water. 

Reporter—Didn’t you women both know that 
a baby only nine days old was almost certain to 
die if taken from its mother in July and fed on 
condensed milk, and didn’t you know that the 
mother must expect it to die, and didn’t you 
expect it to die? 

rs. Quackenbush— Well, they insisted on my 
taking it. If we had not taken it, it would have 
gone to the Foundling’s Home and have died 
there. 

Mrs. Stewart—And hadn't we a right to make 
the money as well as anybody else? 

Reporter—And it is on that ground that you 
place your taking the child ? 

Mrs. Q. and Mrs. S. (in chorus)—Yes. 

In response to further inquiries Mrs. Quack- 
enbush and Mrs. Stewart stated that 

MOLLY'S BABY 
was named Walter Berry. He was four months 
old when he died. Dr. Stewart attended him. 
Dr. Cook from the Hospital had also seen him. 
Dr. Stewart said he died of bronchitis. The cer- 
tificate of his death was also made out by Dr. 
Stewart. 

While all this was being elicited Mrs. Quack- 
enbush relieved her mind by denouncing the 
outrageous reports that she had

of death to the Health Office. 

Stewart said he was a etranger here, and didn’t 
understand the regulations. 

He was asked if he had filled ont the certifl- 
cates in blanks furnished by the Heaith Office. 
He said he had ; he got them at a drug store, he 
believed. 
printed in bold type, is as follows: 

Physicians are required by the Board of Health to 
fill out this certificate accurately, and transmit it to 
the Secretary of the Board within thirty-six hours 
after the death of the person to whom it relates, Pen- 
alty for neglect of so doing from $5 to $500. 

Stewart was asked it he bad not read tlrat. 
He admitted that he had. But the mother of 
one of the children had said she would make 
the return (which the record shows she did); 
two of the other certificates he had given to the 
mothers. Here Stewart requested the two 
boarders to leave the room, which they did. 
Then he said: 

‘IT suppose I've got to tell the truth. The 
other certificate I have in my pocket. I took it 
to the office at Madison and Canal streets (Cal- 
vary Cemetery office) and offered it to the clerk 
there. He asked me if I smoked. I told him 1 
did. He told me then to light my cigar with it.” 
Stewart was about to make some further ex- 
planations about his ignorance of the requiro- 
ments of the law, whed Dr. Miller interrupted 
with the remark that the explanations would 
have to be made tothe Police Court, to which 
be (Miller) felt it his duty to send the case. 

At this juncture Mrs. Quackenbush appeared, 
bringing with her ;

that had been just heated (scalded), which the 
Doctor tasted and said it seemed allright. If 


the babes had been fed on milk like that there 


would seem no fault to find on that score. 
But,“ interrupted the reporter, addressing

only for a few days. Here is a can of the 
condensed milk —and it emelled al- 
most as rank as ranci® butter, 
Mrs. Q. then insisted on the Doctor's i cting 
the nursery. It wasa small room on the sec- 
ond floor, containing a crib aud a bed. The 
room throughout was cleanly-looking, and the 
house throughout seemed equally clean. Thie, 
however, she admitted was not the room in which 
two of the babies bad died. That was on the 
third floor (next the roof), which had since been 
rented to a boarder. That room too was, how- 
ever, found to be clean and airy, though the 


ceiling was very low. 

The babe that Mrs. Quackenbush is now board- 
ing was next looked at. It was clean, and tidily

of humanity, that to the casual observer had not 
many changes of living long. It was about 4 
weeks old, and has been in Mrs.Q.’s charge some 
three weeks. This child, with the four that 
died (one of whom Mrs. Q. states was attended 
by its 4 ah and the one which was taken 
away sick Friday, comprise the whole number, 
Mrs. O. says, of babies who bave been at No.

The man who 
owned it said that he did not feed stili-slops ; 
but, no matter what the feed might be, acow kept 
tied up day after day in such close quarters without 
ventilation (the stench of the place was horrible) 
could hardly long remain in a healthy condition.

In conclusion it may be said that the most 
suspicions feature in the case—the failure to 
return the certificates to the Health Office 
—was pot the fault of the . women, 
but of Dr. Stewart. The stories told by 
the neighbors about the constant crying of a 
child doubtless relate to another infant which 
was in No, 183, but which belonged to one of 
the boarders, and not to Mrs. Quackenbush. 
The children whom she had in her charge were 
probably, except in one case, ailing wher she 
got them, and their best chance of li was to 
stay with their mothers. No woman of 60, how- 
ever, can take proper care of new-born babes, 
and there is where Mrs. Q. is at fault. She 
should not have taken them at all, even if it did 
make no difference where they died. There is

. THE BREWERs. 

Fhe brewers of Chicago bave issued a pam- 
— directed to Gen. Webster, Collector of In- 
rnal Revenue for this District, protesting against 
the assessment on the excess of malt beyond 
2 bushels per barrel. The pomis made in the 
protest are, that the assessment is illegal and 
not warranted by any act of Congress, and 
that such an assessment would be un- 
just, impracticable, and ruinous to the business 
of brewers. The protestors cite a lot ter of Com- 
missioner Douglass, written in 1874, to sustain 
their first point, wherein, in referring to the mat- 
ter, he said: This office wiil decide whether or 
not the assessment shall be made. The fact that 
he never after making the examination made any 
such assessment they take as a decision that the 
assessment is not warranted «! law. Their 
second point they seek to sustain by saying that 
for the law to savy that only 244 bushels of malt 
ehould be used for every barrel of beer, is 
equivalent to ordering the brewer to produce 
beer of a certain strength, whether it suited his 
customers or not; and, moreover, such a law 
would lea ve out of view entirely the different 
qualities of the several grades and kinds of 
malt. The protest is signed by the leading 


- brewers of the city, and closes by expressing the 


bope that the assessment will not be enforced,

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
YESTERDAY'S LABORS. 

The Custom-House Commission of latest date 
yesterday renewed their examination of wit- 
nesses on the subject of their mission. In the 
course of the day there appeared before them 
Surveyors Greeley and Wolcott, City-Engiueer 
Chesbrough, Cornelius Price, the builder, Gen. 
William Sooy Smith, the man Sutherland, whose 
disclosures bave ail been printed, and a stone- 
cutter.named Brierly, whose evidence is sup- 
posed to corroborate Sutherland’s. What was 
revealed by the witnesses does not appear to 
have been new or in any way different from 
what has been printed as the result of their pre- 
vious researches. 

During a part of the afternoon the members 
of the Commission were busy making an exam- 
énation of the building, and commepting among 
themselves on what they saw. ‘The tests of the 
foundation will commence this morning if the 
boles are dug; and the pits were filled with 
workmen nearly allnight to accomplish that 
end. ‘The arrival of 15 tons of pig-iron on the 
ground yesterday showed what the nature of the 
test was to be. 

The set of levels carried around the building 
by Maj. Hoffman was completed yesterday, and 
the result was communicated to Gen. Fraaklin, 
but not to the reporters. 

If the tesis of the resistance of the soil are 
satisfactory to the Commission, they will prob- 
ably finish their examination before the close of 
the week, and will then be likely to go to Wash- 
ington in a body to make up their report. 

It is already known that there is a substantial 
agreement of opinion among nearly all the mem- 
bere as to the condition of the stone in the 
building. The test to be applied to the soil will 
be very severe, and upon the result will 
of course depend the recommendation as to the 
foundations, The question of fraud, which is 
supposed to bave been submitted by Suther- 
land’s testimony, will form still a third branch 
of the report, provided any proofis adduced to 
back the timekeeper’s assertione already made.

GALE OF MORTGAGED PROPERTY. 

At 11 o'clock yesterday morning a sale of val- 
table real estate took place at the north door of 
the Court-House. The sale was by the United 
States Mortgage Company, under a trust-deed 
given by Samuel J. Walker. The property con- 
sisted of four four-story marble-front houses 
and lots on the southwest corner of Ashland av- 
enue aod West Madison street, fronting on the 
avenue, being 156 feet on Madison street by 112 
on Ashland avenue. The other was a vacant lot 
on the northwest corner of same, 124 feet on 
Ashland avenue by 120 feet on Madison street. 
The property was first offered by U. P. Smith, 
attorney for the Company, in separate lots, but 
there were no bidders. Then the five lots were 
offered in a lump. The first bid was $5,000, 
which was increased till it reached 881.000, at 
which figure the property was struck off to Mr. 
Samuel D. Babcock, of New York, President of 
the United States Mortgage Company. The 
claim of the Company on the lots was 670.000 in 
gold, and accrned interest. There was but one 
other bidder, mame not learned. Mr. Walker 
was present to witness the sacrifice, as he evi- 
dently thought it was. 

Still it is better to have the property pass into 
the hands of those who can pay the taxes on it 
than to let it remain in the condition it was. 
When the panic came Mr. Walker was loaded 
down to the gunwales with mortgaged real 
estate. He has since then sold considerable, 
let the mortgagees take many parcels, and in 
other ways he has “‘ lightened ship.” He will be 
a bappier man when the last creditor has been 
paid, all the mortgages cleared off, and he stands 
free of duns and foreclosures.

THE DUEL. 


Clearing the Combatants from 
Unjust Aspersions, 


They Were in Earnest in Their Pistol 
Practice. 


Dificnities of Hitting---Correcting an 
Error About the Time of Firing. 


Incidents on the Ground. 


The bloodless result of the Rockford due! has 
given rise to doubts concerning the sincerity of 
the principals and their seconds. Many people, 
who now incline to the belief that the exchange 
of harmless shots was preartranged to serve 
tome purpose best known to the parties them- 
selves, would have had no doubt of the genuine- 
ness of the affair had a wound been received 
by either of the combatants. In order to set 
those people right, the writer, who accompasied 
Foster's party from Chicago, and who was pres- 
ent at the fight, will recount several facts which 
were overlooked in the baste of telegraphiog, 
but which have a direct bearing ou the question 
at issue. 

ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL OBSTACLES 
the unbelievers encounter is the supposed ina- 
bility of men missing each other with Colt's 
navy revolvers at 20 paces. There is really 
very little in this. To be successful as a duelist 
aman wants better qualifications of aim than 
for mereshooting ata mark. Many men are excel- 
Jent marksmen when nothing but a bull's-eye or 
perhaps a poor pigeon depends upon their skill. 
But when it comes to shooting at another man 
while he shoots at you, the beat of shots is apt 
to experience a Ilttle shaking in some part of 
his anatomy, which may more or less affect his 
pistol-arm. To get shot in a duel requires 


greater courage than to be hanged. Ip 
the latter case the Sheriff attends to 
all the little arrangements; he draws 


the cap over your head, fixes the, noose, and all 
you have to do is to remain perfectly quiet, and 
—be hanged. But it is unnecessary to extend 
on the comparison. It is not intended that this 
matter of shakiu ss should apply to Saturday's 
duelists. There was 
NOT THE s. IGHTEST INDICATION 
of anything of the sort about those brave men. 
Their nerves were firm; they had faced an 
enemy's fire before with unmoved face, aod were 
not at all disturbed by this little affair of honor. 
The only troutle was, neither had practiced 
since leaving the army, and pistol-shooting is 
an accomplishment which pever improves by 
disuse. Then the dueling position has its dis- 
advantages. You don’t squarely face your op- 
ponent. That position, while exposing more of 
your person, spoils your chance of making a 
good shot. The most approved plan—and thas 
duel Saturday. was conducted with a strict re- 
gard to the proprieties—is to slant your body so 
as to get your right eye in aline with your pistol- 
arm. These two positions, it will be seen, both 
have their advantages and disadvautages, The 
one gives you a better surface to play upon, 
while detracting from your aim; the oth while 
removing considerable of the material a hich, to 
be successful, it is necessary to hit, improves 
your chance of bitting what little is left. There 
is also something in this matter of 
N TWENTY PACES,” 

Twenty paces seoms a mall distance to talk 
about, but it changes mightily when you come 
to seo those twenty paces measured, and see 
what can do made of them. When the condi- 
tions were stated to him, the reporter was ap- 
palled at what he thought a murderously short 
distance. But both the seconds were tail men, 
with @ length of stride which peculiarly fitted 
them for their duties. Branch was the tailest, 
and it should follow that he could make more of 
the distance than the other. But he didn't. 
Barnard put his best leg forward, and it was no- 
ticed that Branch was a few inches behind the 
first few steps. However, it should be borne in 
mind that the latter wanted the belligerents to 
be placed ten paces apart, which might account 
for his tardiness in stepping out. 

ANOTHER POINT, 

and there is no end of them when one comes to 
reflect on this matter of sincerity, is the dis- 
agreeably short time in which aim bas to be 
taken. The pistol is elevated at the word 
ready,“ and you kavo the time in which 1 
takes to utter the words one, two,” distinctly 
before sending the winged messenger of death 
to your antagonist or receiving it yourself. That 
time is scarce two seconds, and it certainly is 
short considering the important issues at stake. 
Is should be here stated, to correct an error into 
which e morning newspaper has fallen, 
that there was no violation of the rules 
in firing after the word “two,” instead 
of after the word three. It is well understood 
by those familiar with such matters that, al- 
though that clanse appears in the agreement, 
the firing is required to take place between the 
words two and “three.” This was distinct- 
ly explained to the principals before taking up 
position, and it was simply an oversight that it 
was not fully explained in Tun Tainuxz 's dis- 
patch so as to prevent any such mistake as that 
which the morning newspaper made. Tais ex- 
planation is therefore sufficient to shows why 
the seconds did not step in and make a double 
tragedy of the affair.” 

When every factin connection with the un- 
fortunate and humiliating affair is weighed, 
there is no room for doubting that both parties 
were 

TERRIBLY IN EARNEST. 
Incidents keep recurring to the reporter’s mind 
which cannot be read in any other way. For in- 
stance, the great anxiety of the Edwards v 
to get near the State line, which was . 
commented upon by people in the cats, and their 
efforts to change the articles of agreement were 
eutirely uncalled for if it was just their inten- 
tion to fire over each other's heads. This desire 
to get as far out of the way as possible to pre- 
vept unpleasant consequences was so strong 
that innumerable conferences were held before 
it was agreed to carry out the original pro- 
gramme. A delay of two hours was caused at 
Rockford by this difficulty At any rate, 
both Barnard and the doctor were in 
no mood for joking in sucha case, or they would 
not have consulted lawyers beforehand; and the 
latter would not have made such a childish dis- 
play of cowardice in the presence of the report- 
er. As already stated in these columns, the de- 
lay caused by the surgeon's chicken-heartedness 
came nigh proving disastrous to Maj. Foster's 
honor. The other party were half-an-hour 
abead, and that was just the time allowed for 
the fulfillment of the contract which was to de- 
cide the honor of two men. To make up this 
large interval (the distance out was only 5 miles) 
Mr. Barnard worked upon the driver's cupidity 
in every way in order to get him to make the 
most of his team, even going so far as offering 
$100 to overtake the carriage ahead. The 
driver exerted himself to the utmost in the 
hope of securing so big a haul. Some money 
passed into his hands at the close, but whether 
it was that or a smaller amount the writer is un- 
able to say. It was very strange that 
THE HaCKMEN, 
having been worked upon in this way, did not 
take measures to learn what the strangers were 
about. They remained in their hacks quite con- 
tented while the interesting affair was in prog- 
ress, and even tbe pistol-shots were powerless to 
incite them to an exploriog expedition. There 
is probably a sufficient reason for their passive 
curiosity in the fact that a bottie of Bourbon 
was left behind to clear their dusty throats. 
While the seconds were selecting the grounds, 
Maj. Foster advised the reporter to

and not to trust to his memory for an sacourate 
report of the fight. He also jocularly request- 
ed the doctor, in case he should be mortally 
wounded, to remove his boots in order to prevent 
the verification of a prophecy that ke would die 
with them on. 
Poster went into the battle with a cigar in his 
mouth, which savored somewhat of bravado. 
He remarked to the reporter afterwards that it 
was the result of absent-mindedness—a plausi- 
ble excuse surely—and that he would not for the 
world have done anything which appeared like 
making light of the occasion. His remark after 


firing—‘‘a little too high” —he also explained as 
coming from him unconsciously, and apologized 
for its apparent levity. 
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should be so thin-shinned as to fight over their 
articies. It is pretty evident that Foster was 
not anxious for blood. Edwards is not connect- 
ed with the 7 imes editorialy, but it happened he 
had written the article which made the former 
fierce in defense of the Winnebago ladies.
